over on one side. The cabins were torn 
loose, and floated on the water while the 
Test of the ship went to the bottom. Coyle 
Caught hold-of a part of the after cabin 
and climbed upon it. Heffron was cling- 
ing to part of the same cabin. 

Captain Willoughby, of the steamer 
State of Ohio, sighted the wreckage about 


6:15 inthe morning directly inthe course - 


from Cleveland to Toledo, TN bif steamer 
immediately put into service her life sav- 
ing crew, and after sailing around the 
Wreckage for an hour and a half, Coyle 
Was rescued. Heffron was thrown a line, 
Dut he was too weak to hold it, and went 
down in the presence of a large crowd on 
board the steamer. Several attempts were 
Made to get the yawl boat in the water, 
but the sea was still running high and the 
Work was extremely perilous. 

Heffron’'s death was a pathetic one. AS 
he grabbed the rope, encouraged by the 
crowd, he made a superhuman effort to 
put the rope around his body, but he was 
too weak and fell exhausted into the 
Waves, 

Three of the Crew Picked Up. 
Cleveland, O., June 2.—Smith, McRae 
@nd Shinski were rescued by members of 
the crew of the steamer Sacramento and 
taken into Lorain by the tug Cascade. The 
Tescued members of the crew were found 
floating on the surface of Lake Erie cling- 
ing to bits of wreckage. Their rescue was 
Attended by exhibitions of extreme heroism, 
for a heavy sea was still running when they 
Were picked up. :

Seys a Settlement Will Be Arrive at 
Today—Operators Make Some 
Concessions. ; 


Birmingham, Ala., June 29.—(Special.)— 
The coal miners in Alabama will make a 
contract tomorrow with the Operators. The 
conference between the two has progressed 
So fae that the operators have acceded to 
the demand of the miners for three things, 
viz: A minimum price of 45 cents per ton 
for mining with pie iron at $8 per ton asa 
basis, and for every 50 cents advance in 
iron rates, and advance of 2% cents per ton 
on mining, until 50 cents per ton is paid for 
mining, when iron has to-advance $1 per 
ton before 214 cents per ton advance is al- 
lowed for mining. The maximum price te 
be paid for mining shall be 55 cents. Dav 
labor shall be paid 25 per cent advance over 
what they received when iron was selling 
at $8 per ton. There might be some conten- 
tions over several minor matters. but Pres- 
ident Young, of the miners’ organization, 
tonight stated that a settlement would be 
arrived at tomorrow and a contract signed 
forthwith.

After court had adjourned.and the 
room was well cleared of. spectators, Mrs. 
Burchard forced her way to Mr. Lapiner. 


“Have pity on.my sister, Mr. Papiner!"’ 
she cried, bowing down before him in sup- 
plication. “Don't send her to state’s prison; 
no, don’t. She is old and poor; have yity, 
as you hope for mercy yourself.’’ 


Those present looked on in silence at the 
agony of the tone in which the plea was 
made, Mr. Lapiner brushed past’ her and 
with his wife and child, left the room, 
while a took of despair settled on the aged 
face of the supplicant. 

John Collins, co-defendant with Mrs. In- 
gersoll, was on the stand during the day. 
He said he knew nothing of the stealing of 
the child. Mrs. Ingersoll told him she had 
found the boy and after vainly seeking his 
parents, had brought him with her. That 
was all she knew of the cace. The defense 
introduced testimony to show that Mrs. 
Ingersoll is insane and not responsible for 
what she did when she kidnaped Gerald 
Lapiner.

NORWEGIAN HAS YELLOW FEVER 


Mate of Steamer Is Sent to Swinburn 
Island Hospital. 

New York, June 2.—John Johnson, mate 
of the Norwegian steamship Krim. was 
removed to Swinburn island hospital this 
afternoon, suffering from yellow fever, and 
tonight his condition is serious. The Krim 
sailed from Havana on June 20th for Ma- 
tanzas, arriving at that port the same day. 
Mate Johnson, who had been ailing, was 
taken severely ill two days after the arri- 
val at Matanzas, The post physician was 
called in, but up to the time of sailing for 
this port on June 24th, although the man 
developed high temperature, no suspicious 
symptoms appeared. 

The steamer was detained at quarantine 
here for disinfection, which will probably 
be finished tomorrow. The crew will be 
held at Hoffman island five days, and the 
steamer will be allowed to proceed to the 
dock with a new crew.

Texans Who Hung the Humphries 
Are Having Hard Times. 

Athens, Tex., June 29.—Walter Winkinson, 
Joe Wilkinson, Polk Weeks, William 
Brooks, John Greenhaw, Arthur Green- 
haw, W. E. Johns, William Gaddis, John 
Stevens and Samuel Hall were today re- 
manded to jail without bail, charged with 
having with malice murdered James, John 
and George Humphreys, by taking them 
from their homes and hanging them until 
dead, 

The prisoners expected this and will in- 
stitute habeas corpus proceedings. The 
case is the most celebrated in Texas crim- 
inal history and the state has sent an as- 
sistant attorney general, district attorneys 
and rangefts to aid in apprehending the 
lynchers.

TWO OF THE BOWS ARE DEA 


Several Others of the Sick Are in a 
Critleal Condition and 
May Die, 


MULES AND COWS ALSO AFFECTED 


Excitement in Banks and Franklin 
Counties Is High Over Mysterious 
Deaths of the Andrews and 
Certain Parties Are Sus- 
pected of Foul Play. . 


Toccoa, Ga., June 29.—(Special.)\—The 
whole of the northern part of Banks coun- 
ty and southern Franklin have been thrown 


‘into a frenzy of excitement during the 


past thirty-six .hours by the mysterious 
death of two children of Mr. and Mrs. 
Jack Andrews, and the serious illness of 
seven other members «#@° the family. Mr. 
Andrews is a renter, living on the farm 
of Mr. Mack F. Arrin, in Banks county, 
sixteen miles from Toccoa and _ twelve 
miles from any railway station. 

Mr. Andrews has nine children, the old- 
est being eighteen and the ‘youngest three 
years. Tuesday afternoon Clifton, a son 
of twelve years of age, and Harry, another 
of fourteen, were taken suddenly ill. They 
appeared to be in the throes of death. 
Dr. Lothridge was summoned “hurriedly 
and during the whole night worked he- 
roically to save the lives of the two chil- 
dren, but all to no avail. Both died early 
Wednesday morning. They were in terri- 
ble agony of suffering for some time before 
death with lockjaw. 

During the night other members of the 
famly became ill and before morning only 
two, a little boy and a little girl, were 
wel enough to attend the rest. Later dur- 
ing the day the farm mule and milk cow 
appeared to be suffering inténsely. 

There Is Great Excitement. 

Excitement runs high and many hnve 
openly charged foul play, and some have 
gone so far as to charge that the family 
has been poisoned by some enemy and 
the names of two or three persons hava 
been mentioned in that connection, but 
there has been no evidence deduced which 
tends to criminate any special person. 

Dr. Lothridge could not be seen this 
evening, but it is stated on good authority 
that he has been inclined to the poison 
theory, though he Its not fully satisfied. 

When seen about 9 o'clock tonight Mr. 
Andrews talked in an incoherent manner, 
and although he had not entirely recovered 
was well enough to walk to the gate. He 
did not believe that he and his family had 
been poisoned, bur he could give no rea- 
sonable cause for the illness of his family 
or stock. 

During the whole of his conversation he 
appeared to be somewhat reticent, as 
though he knew something which he could 
not, or would not tell, yet no one thinks 
for a moment that he has been guilty of 
any crime in connection with the illness of 
his family. : 

There have been some rumors to the ef- 
fect that certain parties in the conmmunity 
were anxious to cause the removal or 
death of the Andrews family ana names 
have been called openly, but no facts have 
been given the public upon which such @ 
conclusion could be based. 

That there is a mystery surrounJing tre 
{IIness and death in his family there ‘s no 
doubt, but no one has offered a plausi)-e 
solution. Dr, Lothridge did not fee! just:- 
fied, under the circumstances, in holding 
a postmortem examination, but is not suils- 
fied in his own mind as to the cause of 
the Geath of the two children and the Ii- 
ness of the other members of the family. 

It ts believed by many that a wholisace 
attempt at poisoning has been made ard 
this afternoon in the community several 
references to lynching were made, but ho 
one up to the present seems sure ¢«rctugh 
of the guilty parties to cause any arrests. 
It is expected thaf ther@ will be iurther de-

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TERRIFIC RAINS IN TEXAS. 


RAILROAD TRAVEL HAS BEEN 
BROUGHT TO A STANDSTILL. 


Hundreds of Acres of Farming Land 
Are Now Completely Under ~ 
Water. 


Austin, Tex., June 29.—All south, central 
and west Texas has today been visited by 
terrific rain storms which have practically 
tied up al] the railroads of this section of 
the state. The Missouri, Kansas and Tex- 
as and the ‘Houston and Texas Central are 
the principal sufferers. Quite a number 
of bridges on both roads have be?n wash- 
ed away, ‘tying up the :oads most effect- 
ually. 

This morning the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas and the Santa Fe both used the 
Houston and Texas Central tracks into 
Houston from corinecting points on their 
lines, but «this afternoon the water has 
risen so rapidly in the Brazos and several 
Other rivers that part of the Houston and 
Texas Centra] track is also under water, 
making the progress of trains exceedingly 
dangerous, 

Many hundreds of acres of farming land 
in south Texas are under water tonizht 
and much cotton will be badly damaged. 
The International and Great Northern 
railroad has suffered considerable damage 
by the loss of severa) bridges and all trains 
entering this city today are from ten to 
eighteen hours behind. The rain has 
ceased, however, and it is thought that the 
worst is about over. 


MAYOR OF MUSKEGON SHOT DEAD 


Disappointed Official Assassinated Ex- 
ecutive of Michigan Town. 
Muskegon, Mich., June 29.—Mayor James 
Balbirnie was assassinated at noon today 
by J. W. Taylor, a disappointed office seek- 
er. Taylor shot Mayor Balbirnie while the 
latter was standing in the doorway of his 
Store. The ball entered his left breast 

above the nipple. 

After the shooting, Balbirnie turned and 
ran upstairs to his living rooms and 
dropped in the hall. He expired fifteen 
minutes later. 

Taylor swallowed some carbolic acid and 
then turned the revolver upon himself and 
fired. The ball entered his left breast. He 
died at 1 o'clock. John W. Taylor was ex- 
city poor director. At the time of the 
shooting Western avenue, the main thor- 
oughfare, on which the mayor's store is 
situated, was filled with people. 

The affair arose over the mayor's refusal 
to reappoint Taylor director of the city 
poor.

THE INDICTMENT WAS FAULTY. 


BECKER’S TRIAL COMES TO SUD- 
DEN END IN CHICAGO. 


True Bill Carried a Wrong Name 
and a New Start Is 
Made. 


—- 


Chicago, June 29.—The trial of August 
Becker, the south-side butcher, charged 
with having murdered and then dismem- 
bered and boiled the remains of his wife, 
in order to leave him free to marry Ida 
Sutterlin, a seventeen-ycar-old girl, with 
whom he had become infatuated, came to a 
sudden end today, when it was found that 
the indictment named Mrs, Becker as Eliza- 
beth when it should have been Theresa. The 
court at once nolle prossed the indictment. 
The jury had been sworn in and the defense 
asked for a discharge of the prisoner on 
the ground that Becker had been placed 
in jeopardy, and therefore he could not 
be tried again. The court denied the re- 
quest, however, and a bench warrant was 
issued and Becker re-arrested. A new in- 
dictment will at once be drawn up. 

The discovery that the indictment was 
faulty created somewhat of a sensation in 
the courtroom. 

The result may be, however, that Becker 
will escape punishment, as the case is now 
in such shape that the prisoner's counsel 
are confident of a reversal by the supreme 
court if a verdict.of guilty is returned. The 
jury has been sworn in and part of the 
evidence of the first witness heard when the 
attorneys for the defense moved that the 
defendant be discharged and the jury in- 
structed to return a verdict of not guilty, 
as the evidence produced related to the 
killing of one Therese Becker, while the in- 
dictment alleged that the defendant had 
murdered Elizabeth Becker. 

The grand jury this afternoon voted an- 
other indictment against Becker. The 
jurors chosen to try Becker were kept to- 
gether and when the case is again called 
for trial tomorrow nearly all of them will 
probably be retained.

We are convinced 
we are right, and President McKinley will 
go forward, I believe, to a successful is- 
sue. Mistakes have’ been made, but we 
learn by mistakes and, depend on it, we 
are going to come out on top. 

“The situation in Paris, which is equiva- 
lent to France, seems gradually becoming 
broader. All this spasmodic upset, this 
changing/of ministers, these cries from the 
house tops, are surely laying the founda- 
tion of making men divide off into those 
cognate parties which, well defined, will, 
in my opinion, yet raise France into and 
keep her in the front rank. 

“IT have come back to London and am 
proud of the marvelous success of our am- 
bassador, Mr. Choate. He is going to make 
a great mark. We did not see the work 
Mr. Bayard did at the time he gave ex- 
pression to sentiments which possibly had 
no reality in England, and he knew it. 
We did not know it and blamed him. But 
he was laying a foundation, and accom- 
plished the marvelous work of preparing 
the way for the grand revolution in popu- 
lar sentiment on both sides of the Atlantic. 

“I go back confident that we have great 


times coming in the United States. Ques-° 


tions not dreamed of in the last struggle 
are forging to the front and the fight will 
be keen and stiff, and as report goes, no 
man can tell the issue with any success till 
the electoral vote is declared.’’ 


ROOSEVELT IS FOR McKINLEY. 


Governor Declares for the Renomina- 
tion of the President. 

Albany, N. Y., June 29.—Governor Roose- 
velt stopped off in this city for a few min- 
utes on his way to New York city from the 
west, J®clared that he is not a candidate 
for the republican nomination for president 
in 1990 and that he is in farvor of renomi- 
nating President McKinley. In an inter- 
view given to the Associated Press reporter, 
he said: 

“Everybody in the west is for McKin- 
ley's renomination, and I am most emphat- 
{cally for his renomination, of course. I 
feel that both the extreme rapidity with 
which the country has gone up the path 
of prosperity under President McKinley's 
administration and the conduct of the war 
in the Philippines makes it the duty of 
every man to stand with it and render 
President McKinley's renomination a necés- 
sity.

Police and Military “Are Assaulted 
by Mad Throngs, Who Tear Pav- 
ing from the Streets and 
Hurl the Stones at the 
Officers. 


Brussels, June 29.—The storm of verbos- 
ity was renewed in the chamber of depu- 
ties today. The socialists hurled anathe- 
mas at M. J. Van Den Peereboom, who 
endeavored to explain the action taken 
by the police yesterday, and the socialists 
persistently interrupted and insulted the 
premier, reproaching him with being re 
sponsible for yesterday's conflicts between 
the people and the police. Although a 
vote censuring the government was re- 
jected by a yote of eighty-seven to thirty-. 
one and the tumult in the chamber was 80 
e@reat that the president suspended the 
sitting. The socialists then led a cheer- 
ing crowd, shouting, “vive la republique!”’ 
to the park, where a confict with gen- 
darmes occurred. Thence the mob pro- 
ceeded to the public square, the shops 
closing as the rioters approached, 

Van Der Velde, the social leader, made 
a speech to the crowd, Later it was 
announced that King Leopold had a long 
conference with MM. Van Dor Peerebomm, 
Bergerom and Beernaert. The latter has 
been summoned from The Hague. It was 
reported that M. Van Den Peereboom 
would resign. . 

When the chamber reassembled tonight 
M. Destre, socialist, called attention to 
the riots which had occurred since the 
adjournment, in which he was struck by 
a gendarme’s sword, and demanded the 
man’s punishment. Thereupon the cham- 
ber at once returned to a state of tumult. 

The socialists, surrounding M. Van Den 
Peereboom with clinched fists, denounced 
him. As the tumult increased the cham- 
ber rose. 

In the meantime the streets were filled 
by a shouting mob, which eventually 
gathered in front of the ministry, where 
a cordon of police and gendarmes with 
drawn swords attempted to disperse the 
rioters. 

Orders were issued prohibiting street 
assemblies tonight, but at the conclusion of 
a great meeting in the town hall this even-. 
ing thousands attempted to Cross the 
Grande Place, in which the town hall 
stands. The gendarmes charged with drawn 
swords, and the orowd retaliated - with 


stones. 

Shots were fired on both sides. Three per- 
sons were wounded, and @ police officer 
Was severely stabbed with a shoemaker's 
knife. 

Tha rioters, on being dispersed, assembled 
at another point. A large crowd gathered 
in the Rue Royale, tearing up the paving 
stones and using them as missiles. Finally 
the civic guard was ordered out to relieve 
the police. Despite these attempts to sup- 
press the disturbances, rioting continued to 
a late hour, many persons being injured. A 
feature was the general tearing up of pav- 
ing stones to be hurled at the police and 
guards. A tramway conductor received two 
bullet wounds. 

U:timately the troops were called and 
thirty-five arrests were made, many of 


those taken in custody being in possession / 


of revolvers. 
The public prosecutor, with his entire 


staff, remains on permanent duty at the 


Hotel De Ville. 
It is rumored that one man who was 
wounded has since died at the hospital. 
The bill of M. Van Den Peereboom seeks 
to perpetuate the clerical domination of 
the country, It provides for a proportional 


representatian in districts electing more 
than three members. The liberals and so- 


Clalists realize that its effect would be to 
maintain the Catholic representation in 
the smaller cons‘ituencies and practically 
to exclude the liberals and socialists from 
the larger districts. 

A new Bernaert ministry is predicted as 
the outcome of the agitation. In any event 
the crisis is one of the most serious that 
has occurred in Belgian history. 

The liberals, peing in a hopeless minority 
in parliament, abandoned the idea of fight- 
ing the bill by pariiamen'‘ary methods and 
started a campaign of obstruction. 

Today the city wore a completely revolu- 
tlonary aspect, Tram cars were overturn- 
ed and used as barricades. The com- 
mander of the civ!] guard asked to be sup- 
plied with 15,000 cartridges. Sireet lamps 
Were smashed; the rioters pricked the 
horses of the gendarmes With needles and 
many of the animals fell with their riders. 
Several inoffensive onlookers were Injured 
by the swords of the police. It is rumored 
that ihere are some women and children 
among these. A: a late hour this ¢vening 
it is rlimored that the wounded tramway 
conductor hag succumbed to his tmjuries, 
but the repor: as yet is unconfirmed.

W. C. Marble is still in the missing col- 
umn along with Jack (Benedict, of Athens, 
and Anderson Miller, of New York city. 

A number of telegrams were sent yester- 
day from this city and the work of @is- 
tributing the circulars descriptive o? Mar- 
ble still goes on, but the man tas ap- 
parently slipped ag completely away frem 
those who want him asa did Miller, and the 
mystepy surrounding his departure is as 
impenetrable as that which envelops the 
disappearance of Jack Benedict, 

The belief that Marble is Miller, or that 
Miller is Marble, as the case may be, is 
growing upon those who know of the two 
men, and although they are not connecting 
the two characters in any way while con- 
ducting the search, the police authorities 
are ‘firmly convinced that the man who 
wrote from Portsmouth and the man who 
registered at the Aragon as W. C. Marble, 
of Massachusetts, are the same. 

No developments of more than an ordi- 
nary nature occurred yesterday in ihe 
ease. Ernest Benedict, who swore out the 
Warrant against Marble, is still out of the 
city and consequently the particulars of 
the forgery case could not yes‘erday be 
learned. It is said, however, that there 
was some sort of a contract between Bene- 
dict and Marble. 

All efforts to find parties who are in- 
terested in the $300,000 cotton mill scheme 
of Marble’s, or who know anything of it, 
Proved futile. Marble stated that his busi- 
ness in coming to Atlanta was the erec- 
tion of this mammoth cotton mill, but no 
trace of the proposed mil] can be found. It 
is not Known that Marble ever spoke to 
anybody, more than in a casual way, of 
his enterprise. 

This has ted some to doubt his sincerity 
in stating that he desired erecting a coi- 
ton mill and the police authorities are 
wondering what else beside this scheme 
Was the business of MarBle in Atlanta. 

Apparent!y no one knows why he came, 
what he did while here, or where he went. 
George W. Collier, manager of the Aragon, 
Says he forgot to pay his board bil! and 
there is now in exisience a warrant 
Marble, sworn out by Collier, charging 
Cheating and swindling. 

The night before he left Atlanta Marble 
handed a check to the clerk at the Aragon, 
asking that it be cashed. The check was 
made payable to Marble and he inade ;t 
Payable to the Aragon ho:el. The check 
Was good. 

Marble may, therefore, return, but he 
has been absent for ten days and during 
that time no trace of him has been ob- 
tained. The search will continue, however. 
and if he is brought back here he will 
have to face two charges, one for torgery, 
the other for being a common cheat and 
swindle.

Elected to Head of Southern 
Baptist Theological Seminary 


WAS UNANIMOUSLY CHOSEN 


No Word ‘Has Yet Been Received from 
Him. 


‘We J NORTHEN WILL 60 {0.BOSTON 


He Was Appointed to Offcially No- 
tify Dr. Mullins of His Dlection. 
Will Leave Atlanta Next 
Sunday—The Meeting 
Yesterday. 


At the called me@ting of the board of 
trustees of the Southern Baptist Theologi- 
cal seminary, which was held in the par- 
lors of the Second ‘Baptist church yesier- 
day morning, Dr. E. Y. Mullins, of Bos- 
ton, Was unanimously elected president of 
the seminary to fill the vacan-y made by 
the resignation of Dr. Whitsitt. 

The meeting was largely attended, th.rty- 
six trustees being present, and was held 
in executive session. 

The morning session opened at 10 o'clock. 
The meeting was called to order by Hen. 
Joshua Levering, of Baliimore, the presi- 
dent of the board. Several! hours were con- 
sumed in the discussion of varous cond'- 
dates, but finally the board as a body ce- 
cided upon Dr. Mullins and his election was- 
made unanimous. 

At 2 o’clock the board adjourned (0 meet 
again at 4 o’clock. During the recess Presi- 
dent Levering wired Dr. Mullins of ‘his elec- 
tion. Other congrawulatory dispatches 
were sent by Dr. W. W, Wanirum and 
Hon. W. J. Northen. 

At 4 o’clock the board reconvened for the 
purpose 0 awaiting a reply from Dr. Mu!- 
lins. No reply was received up to 6 o’clock 
and a second adjournmen: was had. At 8 
o'clock last night the board again met to 
appoint a commissioner to go to Boston 
and officially notify Dr. Mullins of his elec- 
tion. This honor was conferred upon Hon. 
W. J. Northen, who will ieave Atlanta 
Saturday night to bear the official notifica- 
tion of his election to the new president of 
the seminary. The board adjourned sine 
die at 9:30 o'clock last night. 

Thinks He Will Accept.

of the board is that Dr, Mullins will accept 


the presidency of the Southern Baptist 
Theological seminary, an@ they give as a 
reason < his not answering the fact that 
be is possibly out of the city. 

Dr. Mullins is a southerner by birth and 
up to a few years ago occupied prominent 
charges in the south. We is a native of 
Mississippi and received his collegiate edu- 
cation in Texas, afterwards graduating 
from the Southern Baptist Theological 
Saminary. At one time he was pastor of 
the Lee street ‘Baptist church in Balti- 
more and later corresponding secretary of 
the foreign mission board of the Southern 
Baptist convention.

FOOLED THE BAILIFFS 


Palmer Peas worked almost every bailiff 
in Atlanta to the queen’s taste, and inci- 
dentally reaped a neat harvest of coins, 
but Palmer is now in jail, which shows 
the singularly revengeful nature of bail- 
iffs. 

Palmer is a negro man and is said to be 
an ex-convict. His mode of doing the 
balliffs was the same in every instance. 
Yesterday he was taken before Justice of 
the Peace Landrum, where he waived pre- 
liminary hearing and was sent to jail in 
default of bond. 

Although they were not the only victims 
of the negro, Bailiff Wimbish, of Lan- 
drum’s court; and Detective Barrett were 
the cause of his going to fail. Bailiff 


men yesterday in the justice court. 

It appears that several days ago Palmer 
apriroached Bailiff Wimbish and, arftter 
taking him aside and swearing him to se- 
crecy, announced in a hoarse whisper that 
he knew where an escaped convict was in 
hiding. Now there is a standing reward of 
$50 offered by the state for every escaped 
convict, and consequently Bailiff Wimbish 
pricked up his ears. Palmer told the bailiff 
that they could divide the money, if the 
Lalliff would do the arresting. 

Wimbish bolted down to the police de- 
partment, where he took Detective Bar- 
rett into his conff&-nce. The bailiff told 
the detective that the three of them could 
divide the money. Prior to visiting the de- 
tectives’ office, the bailiff had made an 
engagement to meet Palmer on the out- 
skirts of the city, near the place where 
the supposed escaped convict was in hid- 
ing. 

Unfortunately for the bailiff and the de- 
tective. Palmer named as the place of 
meeting a spot which had not a tree with- 
in a half-mile of it. Wimbish was unwill- 
ing to tell the detective who the informer 
on the escaped convict was, and so the de- 
tective trusted to luck. 

Barrett and the bailiff reached the place 
of meeting, where they mopped their brows, 
fanned themselves with their hats and 
cursed their luck at being forced to meet 
the informer in such an jll-chosen spot. 
Twenty minutes over the appointed hour 
passed and Palmer did not appear. 

Thirty minutes more dragged past at a 
snail’s pace and still the negro was absent. 
The bailiff and the detective looked in vain 
for a place in which to escape the rays of 
the sun. Consequently they continued to 
laboriously use their handkerchiefs. 

For two long, weary hours—the longest 
they had ever experienced—these two men, 
the victims of a wily negro, stood in the 
hot sun. Finally Barrett asked Wimbish 
timidly who had told him of the escaped 
convict. 

“‘Palmer Peas,"’ said Wimbish. 

A pained expression passed over Bar- 
rett’s face. He knew Palmer. Barrett 
Slowly mopped his brow once more. delib- 
erately replaced his hat or his head and 
began walking in the direction of the near- 
est car line.

Barrett turned and glared at him before 
replying. His face bore that expresison 
which men have when they pick up a to- 
bacco tag on which they have been stand- 
ing for fifteen minutes, thinking it a dime. 
waiting for the crowd to pass. His face 
expressed disgust, disappointment, vexa- 
tion. 

“Do you think,”’ he began, “that I would 
have come out here jn the hot sun if T had 
known we were to meet Palmer Peas? 
Don’t you know a worthless negro when 
you see him? I am going back to work, 
that’s where I am going. if you want to 
know,”’ and he walked off. 

Wimbish went after him. 

“Say,” said the bailiff, “just before I 
saw you Peas told me that he would have 
to have car fare to come out here and he 
said he had had nothing to eat all day. 
I helped him out a little—in fact, gave him 
50 cents. Do you reckon he swindled us?” 

“Us,” sald the detective, ‘“‘us! Where do 
you get any ‘us’ about it?’ 

The cool breeze through the car restored 
the detective’s good humor and he laughed 
at the incident. When'they reached the 
city and found Palmer Peas drunk on De- 
catur street the detective roared with 
laughter. Barrett has a keen sense of 
humor, even if the joke {s on him.

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HE SHOT OUT HASKELL’S EYE. 


General Kautz, Who Recently Died in 
Seattle. 

Columbia, 8S. C., June 29.—(Special.)—An 
item in The Constitution of recent date is 
to the effect that the remains of General 
A. V. Kautz have been brought on from 
Seattle dnd interred at Arlington. General 
Kautz died in 1895 and his name is familiar 
to people here because he shot out the 
eye of Colonel Alexander C. Haskell, of 
Columbia, when they ran against each 
other in battle near Richmond in 1864. 
They had some correspondence with each 
other about the matter just before Kautz 
died.

The Mysterious Stranger Cannot Be 
Located. 


POLICE ARE STILL AT WORK

He Has Enveloped Himself and His

TWO WARRANTS STILL OUT AGAINST HIM 


George Collier and Ernest Benedict Are 
Both Anxious To Know More 
About Missing Stranger. 


W. C. Marble is still in the missing col- 
umn along with Jack (Benedict, of Athens, 
and Anderson Miller, of New York city. 

A number of telegrams were sent yester- 
day from this city and the work of adis- 
tributing the circulars descriptive o° Muar- 
ble still goes on, but the man “as ap- 
parently slipped as completely away from 
those who want him as did Miller, and the 
mystemy surrounding his departure is as 
impenetrable as that which envelops the 
disappearance of Jack Benedict, 

The belief that Marble is Miller, or that 
Miller is Marble, as the case may be, is 
growing upon those who know of the two 
men, and although they are not connecting 
the two characters in any way while con- 
ducting the search, the police authorities 
are -firmly convinced that the man who 
wrote from Portsmouth and the man who 
registered at the Aragon as W. C. Marble, 
of Massachusetts, are the same. 

No developments of more than an ordi- 
nary nature occurred yesterday in ihe 
case. Ernest Benedict, who swore out the 
warrant against Marble, is still out of the 
city and consequently the particulars of 
the forgery case could not yesterday be 
learned. It is said, however, that there 
was some sort of a contract between Bene- 
dict and Marble. 

All efforts to find parties who are in- 
terested in the $300,000 cotton mill scheme 
of Marble’s, or who know anything of it, 
Proved futile. Marble stated that his busi- 
ness in coming to Atlanta was the erec- 
tion of this mammoth cotton mill, but no 
trace of the proposed mil] can ‘be found. It 
is not known that Marble ever spoke to 
anybody, more than in a casual way, of 
his enterprise. 

This has “ted some to doubt his sincerity 
In stating that he desired erecting a cot- 
ton mill and the police authorities are 
wondering what else beside this scheme 
Was the business of MarBle in Atlanta. 

Apparently no one knows why he came, 
what he did while here, or where he went. 
George W. Collier, manager of the Aragon, 
Says he forgot to pay his board bill and 
there is now in existence a warrant for 
Marble, sworn out by Collier, charging 
Cheating and swindling. 

The night before he left Atlanta Marble 
handed a check to the clerk at the Aragon, 
asking that it be cashed. The check was 
made payable to Marble and he inade it 
payable to the Aragon hoiel. The check 
Was good. 

Marble may, therefore, return, but he 
has been absent for ten days and during 
that time no trace of him has been ob- 
tained. The search will continue, however. 
and if he is brought back here he will 
have to face two charges, one for forgery, 
the other for being a common cheat and 
swindle.

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AS TO THE PROFIT IN COTTON. 


Some of the Causes Which Depress 
Value of South’s Great Product. 

Exitor Constitution —The Financial 
Chronicle, of New York, issued its report 
on the cotton acreage on the Sth instant, 
which indicated a reduction of only three 
and one fifth per cent, and its editorial 
comment thereon strikes the: average 
southern merchant in the cotton business 
as very queer and absurd, and clearly 
Shows that the writer very ignorant 
of the cotton grower and his condition 
and because of some wild report received 
from South Carolina, he jumps at the con- 
clusion that cotton planting profitable 
at 5 cents. A South Carolina correspondent 
is quoted as saying, “That cotton planting 
is better business now at 5 
cents than was some years ago 
at 10 gents, and that a_i neigh- 
bor recently sold his last years crop for 
$12,000 and it was all clear profit, his cot- 
ton and other crops paying his ex- 
penses and Keep.’’ We would suspect that 
the South Carolina gentleman was trying 
to boom his land unload it on some- 
body; he can get any number of bets here 
that there was no civp of cotton large 
or small sold in the south at last years 
prices that was clear profit, and we are 
surprised that The Chronicle should give 
prominence to such wild statements al- 
though stating that this is most likely a 
very exceptional case. Such unreliable 
reports not based upon actual conditions 
does a great injustice to millions of small 
farmers in depreciating the chief product 
of the south, and prejudicing its true 
value as compared with other products 
mope remumnerative to the producer in 
other sections of the country—although 
the price is low because of two successive 
crops, it is not true that the farmers 
planted another large crop is claimed 
because there is profitin 5 cent cotton. As 
is well known (in the south) the large 
major&y of farmers are compelled to 
borrow money or its equivelant in supplies 
to make their crops, this capital is only 
available for growing cotton crops which 
is the only crop having a daily cash mar- 
ket value to pay their maturing obliga- 
tions with. The Chronicle took thé posi- 
tion that last year that there must be 
profit in 5 cent cotton because another large 
crop was planted, and now it assumes 
that from information at hand ‘“‘there is 
profit in 5 cent cotton,” and says, “it is 
gratifying to note progress among plant- 
ers which enable them to make and handle 
the product without borrowing money. 
If there is such a condition of affairs in 
the cotton belt I have failed to see or 
hear of it. Also “‘that the old custom of 
mortgaging crops before the seed was in 
the ground has largely fallen into dis- 
use.”’ When and where did all these 
changes take place. The same conditions 
prevail now as for the past twenty years 
Or more, and any southerner knows that 
ic is more difficult for the farmer who 
borrows money to pay his debts. than 
formerly. If the Chronicle’s assertion be 
true. “that the southern money lenders 
who furnish supplies and funds finding 
that as the price of cotton decreased, the 
risk was too great and the profit too 
small to continue such ventures,” does this 
not argue his former statements as er- 
roneous and that the money lender who 
has found this kind of business too risky 
an unprofitable is a more competant 
judge of the true condition of the cotton 
grower than those who write a thousand 
miles away with entirely different  sur- 
roundings and conditions. The South 
Carolina gentleman quoted, no doubt owns 
his land and should not be classed with 
the great number of small farmers that 
produce perhaps, three-fourths of the 
crop on borrowed capital. 

The Chronicle having made an _ error 
last year in the acreage of 1,218,000 acres 
too little and now readjust the figures so 
as to show only a decrease of three and 
one-fifth per cent. We presume that 
they concluded that because of the large 
yield last year the acreage was underes- 
timated. is it not a well known fact that 
favorable seasons have much to do with 
the ultimate yield? The cotton consum- 
ers prefer to read news of the crops show- 
ing a bearish tenor and any authority 
promulgating such bearish information is 
most popular is is shown by a letter of 
a well known New York @otton house, 
writing under date of l4th instant, saying 
that the publication of the bureau report 
a comparison between the text of the re- 
port and the estimate of The Chronicle 
appears to have resulted in greater cre- 
dence being given to the latter's estimate 
of the reduction of the acreage. é

Ket movement based on legitimate con- 
ditions. Stock brokers are advising their 
customers against trading in cotton on New 
York cotton exchange because no advance 
or broadening of speculation can be ex- 
pected until the cotton exchange adopts 
new methods of doing business. Such 
methods as above cited do not exist in 
New Orleans or Liverpool. 

With cotton stocks 200,000 bales smaller 
than 1895, cotton should simply on legiti- 
mate conditions be selling fully 2 centa a 
pound above rulling prices with present 
ruling prices for manufactured goods it 
is claimed the spinner can pay 9 and 10 
cents for cotton and make a profit, it is 
said that many mills are going to build 
new mille out of the profits of this year 
and yet we find spot cotton lower than it 
has been at this season of the year in 
fifty years, and largely because of the 
methods adopted by the New York cotton 
exchange. Whether the foregoine criti- 
cism by a writer in the New York paper 
be correct or not cannot be said. but it 
is clearly evident that the methods of 
the exchange are very unpopular. and 
éhould be corrected by its members or 
legisiation will render their practice a 
fraud.

TO THE HONORABLE MAYOR AND 
GENERAL COUNCIL OF ATLANTA: 
This, the petition of Edwin P. Ansley, re- 
spectfully requests that this. honorable 
body grant to him, his associates, suc- 
cessors and assigns, the right to build, 
equip, operate and maintain an electric or 
steam or dummy railway over and along 
the following streets of the city of At- 
lanta, or any of them, to-wit: 

Over Ashby street from the city limits 
near Simpson street to Atlanta and West 
point and Central of Georgia railroads. 
Also along West: Hunter street from in- 
tersection with Ashby street westerly to 
city limits. Also over Greensferry avenue 
from Ashby street to Holderness street, 
and down Holderness street to extension 
of Gardner street, and easterly over Gard- 
ner street to Stewart avenue. Also the 
right to use in like manner Gordon and 
Glenn streets from the city limits easterly 
to Stewart avenue, and thence southerly 
along Stewart avenue to city limits, with 
power to use in like manner Baugh street 
from city limits easterly to Lee street, and 
thence up Lee street to Gordon street.
